The programs in the Radio Yesteryear Catalogue are available on reel-to-reel tapes, 
cassettes, and 8 Track Cartridges only. (Vintage radio programs on LP records are 
available only from Radiola Records, not from Radio Yesteryear. A Radiola LP record 
catalogue will be sent under separate cover.) Our current price, which includes the 
price of new, professional quality tape and postpaid mailing, is $12 per hour of 
material. That means $12 for four different 15 minute programs, or two different 
4 hour programs, or one | hour program, or any combination. Minimum order is one hour. 


Please specify the tape format or speed you prefer, either reel-to-reel at 7ips 
or 3 3/4ips, cassettes, or cartridges. All reel-to-reel tapes are recorded half 
track, and all are compatible with % track or ANY good home tape recorder. 7" reels 
are used unless 5" reels are specifically requested. Only premium quality cassettes 
and cartridges are used. Details on quantity discounts are listed at the bottom of 
the enclosed order blank. 


You may CHARGE any purchase on your American Express or Diners Club or American 
Torch or Mastercharge or Bankamericard. Please make sure you include all the digits 
on your card, indicate the name of the card you're using, give the expiration date on 
the card, and of course sign your name. See the order blank for details. We also 
still accept good old fashioned cash, checks, and money orders too.
